having force enough to do mischief, 
and causes it to remain longer on the 
soil as the terrace spaces become 
gradually leveled by successive plow- 
ings; and compels that which does 
flow off to spread in sheets as from the 
eaves of a house roof, instead of in 
collected quantities as from the val- 
leys of the roof. The water that does 
not soak into the earth is carried from 
the fleld, spread uniformly over its 
surface and with a checked velocity, 
thus decreasing its washing effect 
geometrically again as it is more uni- 
formly spread. Some give a slight 
fall to the terrace line and others 
throw up a bank with a ditch above. 
Both are objectionable and totally in- 
consistent with fundamental tdeas of 
the terrace. The bank proves terri- 
bly destructive and has caused much 
prejudice against terracing. The mis- 
chief is done by the breaking of the 
bank and turning loose the pond 


which has collected above. Such a 
so-called terrace is nothing more or 
less than a hillside ditch improperly 
constructed. 

In some sections 
system of terracing 
ticed. immense areas that once were 
considered “‘worn out” and incapable 
of profitable yield, now produce crops 
as large as were gathered when the 
same areas were “new ground.” and 
in many instances where a judicious 
system of crop rotation and proper 
culture are practiced, the yield is 
greater than ever before. 

It is important that the work he 
properly and thoroughly done. This 
applies to all kinds of farm drainage. 
Without an accurate and dependable 
leveling instrument. a farm level. and 
preferably one with a telescope at- 
tachment. is absolutely needed. It 
can be bought at small cost. 

Take Care of Themseives. 

After the terraces are once correct- 

* formed and grass grows upon them, 
~ Ba are no further trouble, but take 
care of themselves. If the terraces 
are made in fall or winter, it will be 
of great advantage to sow terrace line 
thick with rye, or with oats if they 
are made in the early spring. This 
covering of vegetation will be valua 
ble for holding the terrace lines until 
| they become covered with the native 
grasses and weeds which appear later 
and serve the same purpose. German 
clover may be a substitute for rye if 
planted in late summer, or early fall. 
In sowing the seed. whether rye, bar- 
ley, oats, or clover. it is a good plan to 
first sow .thickly in the unbroken ter- 
race line. This sowing will be cor- 
ered by the first cover with the second 
furrow. Alfalfa and melilotus will 
answer the above purpose where these 
plants thrive without much attention, 
and on strong soil would afford pro- 
tection both summer and winter. 

When heavy rains carry off tons of 
the rich soil from a farmer's land, it 
is much worse, and a heavier loss to 
him in the end than if he were to 
haul out several loads of corn from 
his crib and dump it into the swamps. 
He may replace his corn in a few 
months, but the soil that has been 
washed off in a single day’s heavy 
rain, through his neglect, perhaps 
took thousands of years to make, and 
can only be reclaimed by years of 
hard and persistent labor on his part 
in assisting nature in repairing the

R. H. Powell, formerly a professor in | 


the Normal school at Milledgeyille, has 
been appointed supervisor of rural 
schools by State School Commissigner 
Jere M. Pound, and has already tdken 
up his duties in that capacity.

It is of the utmost import- 
ance that these two items be given 
immediate consideration, as they are 
badiy needed, and if the consumption 


of water for the summer of 1910 shows, 


an increase over 1909, as did 1909 over 
the previous year, I doubt very much 
if the present filtering system will be 
able to meet the demands that will be 
made upon it. 

“I suggest that a committee be ap- 
pointed to secure options on the land 
whieh will have to be purchased for 
the coagulating basins, and that this 
committee be instructed to report toe 
the next meeting of this body. 

“T attach blue prints showing the lo- 
cation of and the plans for these 
basins. 

Reservotlr. 

“Tl recommend that the new reservoir 
be completed this year, if possible. 
There is yet a great deal of work to 
be done. There is about 75,000 cubic 
yards of excavating and shaping up 
necessary to put the bottom and banks 
in proper shape and condition. This 
dirt should be cafried to the lower end 
of the reservoir, as there is a hole 
there about 35 feet deep filled with 
surface water. The banks will have 
to be rip-rapped. An intake and over- 
flow tower will have to be built and 
pipe connections be made from the 36- 
inch supply main on Howell's Mill 
road to connect with the 60-inch main 
from the reservoir to the coagulating 
basins. 

“The outside banks of the reservoir 
should be sodded to prevent washing. 
A driveway should be made around the 
west side of the reservoir and gutter- 
ing put in so as to prevent surface 
water from running into the lake.”

It is a conservative assertion that had not the rural free delivery 
service developed the last decade with its wonderful rapidity, we should 
have been confronted by a “back to the land” movement in phases even 
more aggravated than those now uppermest. 

For the quick and regular contact with the facilities of civilization, 
underwritten by rural routes—those advantages and pleasures which lure 
men and women from the country—are taken out to the country. To the 


preachments of many leaders, a substantial inducement is added to stay 
on the farm, and to city dwellers to go to the farm. 

Three thousand additional routes mean just that much progress in the 
national war to repopulate rural America, a war touching the destiny of 
in the last analysis.

The Dolgoroukis. 


Prince Basil Dolgorouki, who has 
just died at Nice, was the brother-in- 
law of Emperor Alexander II, his sis- 
ter, Catherine Dolgorouki, having 
been morganatically married by the 
Liberator czar, a few months only aft- 
er the death of the empress, and a few 
months, too, prior to his assassination. 
Prince Basil, who for a number of 
years was governor of various Musco- 
vite provinces, had been an invalid for 
the last twelve months, and expired 
at the Riviera villa of his sister, who 
bears the title of Princess Youriev- 
ska, bestowed upon her on the occa- 
sion of her marriage by her husband, 
Alexander II. 

The name of Dolgrouki means 
“long hand,” or rather, “long arm.” 
and was borne for the first time in 
the twelfth century by George, the 
eighth son of Viadimir Monomac, a 
descendant of St. Viadimir. The Dol- 
goroukis were princes before the Ro- 
manoffs became czars. The Ro- 
manoff emperor, Czar Mikhail, m@rried 
a Princess Dolgorouki and Peter Il, 
died in 1730, on the very morning of 
the day appointed for his marriage to 
another Princess Dolgoroukl. Her 
brother Ivan was banished to Siberia

Selected Seed Being Sent 
Out by State Off- 


Cials. 


———— 


As a part of the campaign which the 
state agricultural department is wag- 
ing for the extermination of the dis- 
ease common to peas and cotton known 
as black root, State Entomologist E. Ll. 
Worsham is preparing to distribute 
among the farmers of the state cotton 
seed and peas which are immune to 
the attack of this disease. 

The seed which Mr. Worsham has 
for distribution have been gathered 
from the sections where black root is 
Prevalent and were taken from stalks 
of cotton and from peavines that re- 
sisted the attacks of this disease and 
_ are known from experiment to be im- 
mune. 

The department now has about 1,200 
bushels of cotton seed and peas and 
they will be sent upon application to 
any farmer living in the sections of 
the state afflicted with black root. 

Since the germ of black rot origi- 
nates in the soil, the plan is to plant 
the immune seed wherever the soll 
shows a tendency to produce the dis- 
ease, and in this way it is hoped to 
eventually stamp it out altogether. 

With a view to getting the seed to 
the farmers with as little expense to 
the state as is possible Mr. Worsham 
secured an order from the railroad 
commission Wednesday morning au- 
thorizing the Southern Express Com- 
pany to haul the seed at 1 cent per 

ound, which is a greatly reduced rate.

Extensive Improvements 
‘Planned for This Year. 


> 


Work of Improving. and Dou- 
ble-Tracking Main Line From 
Washington to Atlanta Will 
Take Up the Greater Part of 
30,000 Tons of Steel. 


Greatly increased activity in the 
work of improving: and: double-track- 
ing the main line of the Southern rail- 
way from Washington to Atlanta is 
presaged in the announcement by the 
company that a contract has just been 
closed with the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company for 30,000 tons of 85- 
pound steel, to be delivered from its 
Birmingham plant between June 1 and 
December 1, 1910, at the rate of 5,000 
tons per month. 

This contract calls for the expefidil- 
ture of $900,000 by the Southern Rail- 
way company for rails alone and will 
provide the steel for the laying of 55 


miles of track per month for the next 


six months. This work will furnish labor 
to an army of men and wil! also great- 
ly stimulate other industries. An 
order for 5,000 kegs of spikes was re- 
cently given to the Atlanta Steel Com- 
pany and the purchase of a great 
amount of other material will be neces- 
sary for this work. In giving these 
orders to Birmingham and Atlanta 
plants the Southern is carrying out its 
poliey of patronizing southern §in- 
dustries. 
New and Old Track. 
This great order of steel) will be used 


'in the work of improving and double- 


tracking the main stem between Wash- 
ington and Atlanta A large part will 
be used in replacing steel now in the 
track, which will, in turn, be used to 
better the tracks of some of the second- 
ary lines. 

This work of double-tracking will 
not only mean much for the sections 
immediately touched, but will help pro- 
vide better service for every city and 
town on the line of the Southern Rall- 
way. Of the 381 miles of the line be- 
tween Washington and Charlotte, 176 
miles of double-track are already in 
operation as follows: Washington to 
Orange, Va, 86 miles; Montview, Va., 
to Sycamore, Va., 28 miles; Danville, 
Va, to Pelham, N. C., § miles; Greens- 
boro, N. C., to Salisbury, N. C. 63 
miles. 

Within the next. 60 days it is expect- 
ed that 48 miles will be added to this 
by the completion of track now under 
construction from Franklin Junction, 
Va., to Whittle, Va. 5 miles, and from 
Salisbury, N. C., to Charlotte, N. C., 
48 miles. Twelve miles under con- 
struction between Monroe, Va., and 
Montview, Va., including the new tun- 


jnel througn Lynchburg is expected to 


be open for traffic by October 1. 

This will give 236 miles of double 
track of the 381 miles between Wash- 
ington and Charlotte. Eight miles of 
double track at Spartanburg and At- 
lanta give 244 miles of double track 
of the total distance between Wash- 
ington and Atlanta, 648 miles. 

Double Track Elsewhere. 

In addition to this double track on 
the main line the Southern now has 
42 miles of double track between Knox- 
ville and Morristown, Tenn., on the 
Knoxville-Bristol] division, 20 miles in 
the Birmingham district, 18 miles be- 
tween Atlanta and Austell, used by 
the Birmingham and Chattanooga lines 
out of Atlanta, 15 miles between 
Chattanooga and Ooltawah Junction, 
on the Chattanooga-Knoxville line, and 
three miles at Asheville. 

In the last 18 months the Southern 
used 28,000 tons of rail purchased at 
Birmingham. The fact that 30,000 tone 
are to be used in the next six months 
shows the ratio of increase and it is 
hoped that the time is not far off when 
there will be a double track al! the 
way from Washington to Atlanta.

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ACTIVE AND ANIMATED, 
BUT NO ADVANCES 


Stock Market Closed at Net 
Declines After an Apparent 
Show of Strengt 


New York, March 9.—The semblance, 


animation in the stock market is not 


borne out by analysis of the move- 
ment, which resulted in net declines 
for the gay. Speculative sentiment, 
nevertheless, was cheerful and confi- 
dence in values was well maintained, 
which doubtless fulfilled the purposes 
of the supporters. That concerted 
support was responsible for the move- 
ment af prices was the impression, was 
given by the action of the market. 
Operations centered markedly in a few 
‘stocks, of which Union Pacific, New 
York Central and United States Steel 
were the conspicuous examples. The 
raising of the dividend rate on New 
York Central to 6 per cent was in ac- 
cordance with expectations formed by 
the previous liberal disbursements by 
subsidiary companies, including the 
recent 6 per cent extra dividend on 
Lake Shore stock. <A further sharp 
rise in New York Central, with the ex- 
pected: good: news. out. warranted a 
favorable augury of the general spec- 
ulative position, bringing out moderate 
pressure of realizing sales. That large 
selling to realize was pushed under 
cover of the sustaining force of these 
advances was also plainly true, as 
proved by the uneven and lagging 
response of the general list to the ad- 
vancing tendency and the later materi- 
al reaction. The quick sale made of 
bonds of a minor road in the subsidiary 
Lake Shore system was incident of the 
day's rise in New York Central. That 
other financing by that company is 
intended, which will be helped by the 
strength of the stock, offers further 
explanation of the protection given to 
its movement. 

The wider advance in Union Pacific 
Wae a direct outgrowth of the New 
York Central dividend action. Union 
Pacific holdings in New York Central 
are not large enough to make the in- 
creased disbursement of great im- 
portance to its income, but its variety 
of treasury holdings and the infer- 
ences tmplied in a general policy of 
dividend increases on these holdings 
appealed to. the speculative spirit. 

A sherp fall in foreign exchange 
rates was an incident of the day that 
is important, in view of the expanding 
demands on the New York money mar- 
ket. Foreign participation in the new 
bond issues coming out makes a sup- 
ply of exchange and meets the con- 
t:nued demands for remittance. In the 
stock market London was a large 
seller here again. in spite of subscrip- 
tions to new bond issues. The opening 
decline in prices was caused by that 
selling. The coppers and United States 
Steel were notablv affected. It was 
from that depressed level that the 
later advance set in. That fact and 
the final sharp setback due to recur- 
rent realizing account for the com- 
paratively narrow net changes on the 
day. The premium for the new'4\% per 
cent New York city bonds established 
in the ecvtside market, where thev 
were dealt in “when issued,” had a 
strengthening effect on other issues. 
The news of a movement toward an 
‘(important combination of the auto- 
mobile makers was adopted as a pos- 
| sible explanation of the unexplained 
disappearance of $10,000,000 bank cash 
disclosed by last Saturday's bank 
statement. 

The course of news from labor con- 
troversies was not liked and the report 
of the resolution in favor of a general 
strike by the Pennsylvania State Fed- 
eration of Labor caused a material re- 
action in the fina) hour and the weak 
closing.
